without dissent. 

Hotel to Open July 1 

That action, it was pointed out, 
brought to- a conclusion more 
than two months of argument over 
the proposed construction of the 
day Manor Hotel by Charles p. 
Oay, of the Lafayette Hotel Cor. 
poration of Washington, and his 
associates. The hotel will be 
built on the southeast corner of 
Thirty-ninth Street and" the'ocean 
front, at an estimated cost of 
$140,000, and work will be rushed 
to permit its completion by July 
1 of this year. Conrad Brothers, 
of Norfolk, have been awarded the 
construction contract. 

As has been pointed out repeat- 
edly by the supporters of the hotel 
project, the land on which it will 
be erected was set aside for hotel 
or club purposes by the original 
owners of the property. When the 
area was zoned last year, the 
zoning board marked the two lots 
as Residence B, and so they were 
by Mr. Oay.

An increase in water rates, ef- 
fective March 1, was voted by the 
Council at Monday's meeting to 
pay the principal and interest on 
the $192,000 issue of water bonds 
recently sold to defiay the cost 
of constructing the new sewage 
disposal plant and to increase the 
sewage line facilities within the 
town. 

The special sewage tax will be 
levied only on houses within the 
town that are connected to the 
sewage system. Houses serviced by 
the water department outside of 
the town limits will pay a similar 
charge, regardless of whether they 
aie or are not connected to the 
system. It also was agreed that 
the tax should remain in force 
until all of the bonds have been, 
retired and such extensions made 
to the sewage system as may be 
necessary.

$2.75 rather than the $2.50 charge 
now effective for the consumption 
of not more than 5,000 gallons of 
water. When more than 5,000 gal- 
lons and less than 25,000 gallons 
are consumed, the base charge, 
plus 60 cents per thousand gallons, 
shall be made. Bills rendered for 
Water consumption above 25,000 
gallons and less than 100,000 
gallons shall be leckoned at 40 
cents per thousand gallons.

Princess Anne County, through 
Commonwealth's Attorney Paul 
W. Ackiss, will apply to the State 
Court of Appeals for a writ of 
error in the watershed tax case 
against the City of Norfolk,^ was 
agreed by the Board of Supervisors 
at the meeting held in the clerk's 
office on Monday. The appeal 
will be noted from the decision 
handed down several weeks ago 
by Judge Kenneth Bain, sitting 
in the stead of Judge B. D. White 
of the Circuit Court of the coun- 
ty. 

This action was taken following 
receipt of a letter from Merri- 
wether I. Armistead, of Wiliams- 
burg, who was associated with Mr. 
Ackiss in the prosecution of the 
case in which the county sought 
to collect $100,000 in bade taxes. 
Mr.. Armistead holds that there 
was an error in the court's holding 
in exonerating the pipe line to 
Virginia Beach from taxes. 

Previews D e ci s i on 

The decision that the water- 
wot ks property of the City of Nor- 
folk, located in Princess Anne 
County, was not subject to taxa- 
tion under the constitution was 
in addition, to the decision handed 
down last summer in a similar ac- 
tion between Norfolk and Nanse- 
rnond County. In that action the 
county sought to levy and collect 
taxes on Norfolk's fresh water res. 
ervoir. Lake Prince, with its pump- 
ing station and watershed. Be- 
cause of the similarity of the 
cases, the county contributed to- 
ward the expense of the former 
court contest. '• 

In the latest action, the local 
attorneys claimed that because 
Norfolk City leased part of its 
water w<y to prdperty.

Property in l'ungo District 

The additional land will sup- 
plement the 5,000 acres' acquired 
by the Federal Government about 
a year ago, which property is now 
in the process of being taken over 
to form the nucleus , of the bird 
refuge. The acreage now sought 
by condemnation forms an area 
lying south of the property already 
acquired and is bounded on the 
north by Shipps Bay, on the south 
by Red Head Bay, on the west by 
property near Landing Cove and 
Deep Creek Cove and includes on 
the. east a strip of beach ex 
tending southward from the Sand- 
bridge Club to the Barbour's Hill 
Club. All of the territory lies in 
Pungo Magisterial District and 
comprises approximately five 
square miles, including Long Is- 
land. 

The petition, filed by Acting 
Secretary of Agriculture Hairy L. 
Brown, set forth that on May 2 
of this year, or as soon thereafter 
as the petitioner can be heard, the 
United States of America, by iti 
attorneys, will apply to the Dis-

Elimination of Tor Rent 9 Signs 
Pledged by Real Estate Board 

Multiplicity of Placards Held "Eye-Sore" to Community; 
Scale of Rental Commissions Changed; Group Recom- 
mends Double-trading of Boulevard 



Theie will be no "For Rent" 
signs in Virginia ' Beach this 
summer if the terms of an agree- 
ment made by local real estate 
firms at a meeting held Wednes- 
day night in the Roland Court 
building will be carried out. All 
signs now displayed on individual 
properties will be removed and no 
otheis will be put up. 

The reason for this agreement 
ha.s been a growing conviction on 
the part of local agents that a 
multiplicity of signs creates a 
most undesirable impression upon 
visitors to the resort, and the re- 
moval of these many "eye-sores" 
was the first action taken by the 
members of the Virginia Beach 
Real Estate Association at this 
week's meeting. 

Commisison Scale Changed 

A slight change in the scale of 
rental commissions also was agreed 
upon. In the past, the commission 
charged, has been ten per cent 
where the term rental was less 
than $500 and 7 'a per cent when 
it was in excess of that amount. 
Under this scale, an agent»~rias 
received more for renting a cottage 
for $500 than he did on a $600 
rental. 

To correct this discrepancy, the 



scale has been revised to read ten 
per cent of the first $500 and 7 l / 2 
per cent on all in excess of $500. 
In other words, it was pointed out, 
a $600 rental would pay a com. 
mission of $50, or ten per cent, on 
the fitst $500 and $7.50, or 7«i 
per cent on the remaining $100, 
making a total commission of 
$57.50. 

To Revise Lease Form 

The association also appointed 
a committee to revise the pres- 
ent lease form.

Another committee was appoint- 
ed to discuss with town officials 
some more satisfactory method of 
handling water deposits and col- 
lections of water rents from 
summer tenants.

In the face of the charges aired

For the sake 
of amity, we are willing to pass 
over the fact that the action was 
taken in an executive session, from 
which the public was excluded, 
and we are even ready to believe 
that the statute prohibiting such 
action in a non-public meeting 
was unknown to those who pro- 
posed it.

WELFARE UNITS AND MENTAL 
HEALTH 

Public welfare departments in 
American cities are in a strategic 
position to help develop and pro- 
mote mental- Health among the 
dependent children, aged pension- 
ers, the blind and the unemployed 
under their supervision, Clara 
Bassett, consultant in psychiatric 
social work for the National Com- 
mittee for Mental Hygiene, re- 
ported to the American Public 
Welfare Association. 

The fact that the public welfare 
agency comes in contact with all 
kinds of dependents makes it 
possible to apply mental hygiene 
where it is most needed and too 
little used, according to Miss Bas- 
sett. Careful studies of relief 
cases, for example, show that "10 
per cent or more of the bread- 
winners are considered to be un- 
employable because of nervous 
and mental disorders . . . Long 
continued unemployment is in it- 
self a serious mental health ha- 
zard, and many with otherwise 
fail ly well-adjusted personalities 
may develop serious nervous and 
mental symptoms when subjectetj 
to this additional strain." 

Use of the mental hygiene ap- 
proach "is not a technique that 
should be reserved for only those 
cases presenting the most obvious 
symptoms of serious mental 
rangement," Miss Bassett joints 
out in "Public Welfare News," the 
Association's bulletin to Us mem- 
bership. It should be integrated 
as "an indispensable element in 
all of the woik of the public wel- 
fare department and in all of the 
case work of all the social and in- 
stitutional workers on its staff." 
She urges an "ever-increasing" 
emphasis m public welfare pro- 
grams on the study, treatment and 
prevention of mental health prob- 
lems and on the development of 
adequate psychiatric clinic 
Wees, now available to only 
limited degree. 

Public welfare, says Miss Bas- 
sett, can utilize mental health 
treatment as a valuable ally 
especially in the following cases: 

Aid in the diagnosis and treat* 
ment of delinquent children; in 
treatment of the frequent serious 
mental health problems of the 
aged; in probation, parole and 
pardon work with adolescent and 
adult delinquents; in assessing 
possibilities for vocational trafrr-

I am writing this review while 
waiting for the news of Hitler's 
speech before the German Reich- 
stag and the resulting effects up- 
on the British cabinet. But what 
is bothering me more than what 
may come over the wires is the 
feeling that whatever may be told 
to the world will, in all probabi- 
lity, be as far from the truth as 
the cleverness of the diplomats 
and the gullibility of the reporters 
will permit. Along with several 
million other plain people who 
have to live, work, suffer, and find 
whatever success in the pursuit of 
happiness may fall to our indivi- 
dual lots, I am tremendously con 
cerned about the pot of devil's 
broth now brewing for. us. We 
want to know, as neaMy as we 
can, what is going on; if we can't 
know that we will be content 
with what has recently gone on. 
The truth, we feel, is tremendously 
important to us: as respect for 
the truth has diminished among 
the super-statesmen, a veritable 
passion for it has developed among 
the people who will pay the bills 
and shed the blood. We are gett- 
ing very weary of being robbed 
off with emotionalism, propaganda 
and wishful thinking. 

Of course, the reporters are not 
entirely to blame. In most in- 
stances the spokesmen for the na- 
tions aie too clever for them. 
They have to confine their reports 
to what they see, unless they are 
sufficiently imaginative to invent 
news to send home. To be a really 
capable foreign correspondent in 
this modern world takes, among 
other things, an order of intelU- 
fence that is pietty high— so high, 
in facti that it is very rare. Coupl- 
ed with that must be courage, 
physical stamina, perseverence. 
audacity and absolute integrity. 
This is a large order, and very 
few indeed possess the combina- 
tion in its entirety. 

Herbeit L. Matthews is one of 
that few. In his "Two Wars and 
More to Come" Mr. Matthews has 
given us some facts regarding tbe 
recent Italian conquest of Ethiopia 
and the present battle of the na- 
tions in Spain. It is a book to 
make the confiding truster of the 
ordinary foreign news dispatches 
lose a good deal of his equanimity. 

Let us consider the first sec. 
t ion of the book, that dealing with 
Ethiopia. American sentiment was 
most certainly not on the side of 
what we considered Mussolini's 
bandits. Our wish-thoughts made 
us devour every dispatch that told 
us of the difficulties the Italians 
had to confront; then when the 
campaign got under way we read 
of the brave and determined re- 
sistance of the natives. We were 
told of gieat battles in which the 
invaders were slaughtered by the 
thousands, their armies halted or

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even turned back, and the utter 
impossibility of Italian success. 
And then suddenly the war col- 
lapsed; the amusingly pathetic 
little emperor escaped with his pet 
dog, and instead of a lot of bom- 
bast proceeding from Rome we 
beheld a fait accompli. 

Duiing all this time Mr. Mat- 
thews was sending home stories of 
Italian successes; he reported that 
from a military point of view the 
legions of the modern Caesar were 
havfhg what the vulgar call a 
push-over. The collapse of the war 
proved him a veracious man. 

In his book Mr. Matthews lets 
us behind the scenes so that we 
can see what happened. Most of 
the reporters were either kept 
away from any place where they 
could see anything they could 
really understand, or were so cir. 
cumscribed by the censorship that 
they might as well have remained 
at home. He describes one battle 
he heard described over the radio 
in much detail. While he was lis 
tening to the report he suddenly 
awoke to the fact that he was 
sitting right in the middle of the 
battlefield being so touchingly de- 
scribed, but there was no enemy, 
no shooting, and everybody was 
asleep. Still, it was a good battle 
while it lasted — by radio. 

The second part of "Two Wars 
and More to Come" deals with 
what is going on in Spain. Re- 
gat dless of what the wishful 
thinkers are saying anff want so 
desperately to believe, Mr. Mat- 
thews answers such questions as: 
What has been Italy's share In 
the war? How much help fcas 
Russia sent? How red are the 
Loyalists? How Christian are the 
Franco forces? Where do the 
Spanish people stand in regard 
to their own division of opinion? 

and many more. 

In the welter of deception and 
plain lying that is going on it is 
refreshing to come upon a book 
like this. For Mr. Matthews offers 
proof for what he tells, and he 
tells only what he knows. 

George Washington was once 
in a dilemma. It so happened be- 
cause in 1703 there were rabid 
"loyalists" In America, faithful to 
the English crown. In Monmouth 
County.

But 
fifes, drums and fighters faded out , 
of the picture along with the 
memory of our struggle for inde-

Back came the fifes and drums 
when the Corps was reorganized 
In 1798, and with them came a 
new ambition.

With a 
few horns, clarinets and oboes 
they started along the musical 
trail to national fame. », 

In 1800 the band moved from 
Philadelphia to Washington 
when that city was only a name, 
and since that time has played 
at the inaugurations of our Presi- 
dents and at hundreds of nation- 
al or diplomatic functions. 

When Andrew Johnson was 
President the band played for- the 
first egg-rolling on the White 
House grounds. On more solemn 
occasions it played the funeral 
dirge for Zachary Taylor, Lincoln,

Evidence of improvement in 
planning and designing of homes 
following a series of smalUhome- 
planning conferences held during 
the past yeer.is reported by Ho- 
ward Leland Smith, Chief of the 
'federal Housing Administration's 
Architectural Section. 

Mr. Smith, who held 38 confer, 
ences with builders, architects. 
contr actors, and materials dealefel 
during the year, stated that the 
evidence of improvement in pian- 
ntog and design tends not only to 
lessen the rial on mortgage insur- 
ance but cairiee out the intent of 
the National Housing Act, "to en- 
courage improveme nt in housing 
standards and conditions." 

Over lSOO© buflders, bankers 
architects, material dealers, and 
the general pubbe attended the 
sniaJUwrne-planning conferences, 
Mr. Smith mid. 

"Besides stimulating small, 
home construction.'', he said, "the 
confeiences demonstrated the 
need for sound and Intelligent 
planning, not only for the neigh- 
borhood but for the house Itself. 
We also st r e s sed the necessity of 
obtaining plans which have a high 
degree of Uvability and privacy, 
together with attractive exteriors 
which create a desire for owner 
ship. These were the predominat- 
ing' factors of our program 

"The conferences, also brought 
out the fact that competent archi- 
tectural service is essential In ol- 
der to obtain lew cost, Low cost 
comes from intelligent use of 
materials, taking advantage, of 
standard lengths of structural 
members and stock sizes of mill, 
work, avoiding unnecessary corn- 
ers, and obtaining a minimum of 
hall spaces. 

"Thiough the use of these prin- 
ciples builders are now aware that 
good homes, well planned and at- 
tractive, can be profitably produc. 
ed at a cost, including the lot, at 
a price well under $5,000." 

Small-home -planning confer- 
ences were held during 1937 in 
New York, Massachusetts, New 
Jersey, Mai viand. Ohio, Michigan, 
Indiana, Wisconsin, Illinois, Min- 
nesota, Iowa, Missouri, Nebraska, 
Kansas, Oklahoma, Texas, Colo- 
rado, Utah, Arizona, California, 
Oregon, and Washington. The 
conferences already scheduled for 
1938 includes the states so far hot 
covered by the prog i am and will 
be enlarged to bring to the build- 
ing industry the possibilities of 
rental housing as an investment, 
wfth exhibits of rental projects 
now completed .and in operation 
that were financed under terms of 
the Federal Housing Administra- 
tion's Insured Mortgage System.

To Stimulate Used Car Sales 
The campaign is timed at the 
outset of the spring selling season 
when both new and used-cars us- 
ually begin to move in greatest 
volume, Mr. Macauley said. It is 
aimed primarily at stimulating 
the disposal of used car stocks 
how in dealer hands. Once this is 
accomplished, a substantial In- 
crease in car manufacturing sche- 
dules and employment of wage 
earners in the automobile factor- 
ies is anticipated. 

To .support the campaign, Mr. 
Macauley i unounced, the manu- 
facturers will spend $1,250,000 in 
newspaper radio and outdoor ad. 
vertlsing a*id ih other promotion- 
al channels. Two-thirds of the 
advertising budget will be spent 
in newspapers.

An exclusive franchise to op- 
erate for-hire bicycles on a run- 
way to be constructed just west 
of the piesent broadwalk was 
awarded on Monday night to B. 
P. Dixon, of Virginia Beach, by 
the Town Council meeting in a 
special session. The term of the 
franchise is for a period of five 
years. 

Motion to award the contract to 
Mr. Dixon for a sum of $3,025.50 
per year for five years was made 
by Councilman -Russell H. Land 
and seconded by Jesse T. Ewell. 
Messrs. Land, Ewell, C. H. Capps 
and Mayor Roy Smith voted for 
the motion, with W. F. Crockett 
and William Patton opposing it. 

To Construct Runway 

In addition to the specific sum 
which he will pay to the Town 
each year in three payments, Mr. 
Dixon also agreed to construct a 
runway that will extend the 
length of the broadwalk. Although 
privately-owned bicycles will be 
permitted to use the runway 
without charge, all for - hire 
bicycles operated thereon must be 
supplied by Mr. Dixon. It is under. 
stood that the Council will im- 
pose a prohibitive license fee on 
other prospective bicycle opera- 
tors, thereby protecting the 
franchise awarded at Monday's 



Authorisation of the charter 
applied for by the Virginia Beach 
Historical Society within the next 
day or two by the State Corpora- 
tion Commission will be the signal 
to begin active work on the plans 
for the staging of the pageant of 
the sea here this summer, it was 
stated yesterday. 

Articles of incorporation were 
drawn up late last week and were 
submitted to the State Corpora- 
tion Commission by Willard Ash- 
burn, who is serving as attorney 
for the society. A lease on the old 
dog track property also has been 
prepared, which will be executed 
as soon as such authority is given 
the board of directors.

Hervey Allen's "Anthony Ad- 
verse" and Mrs. Mitchell's "Gone 
with the Wind" have been the 
two most widely read novels of the 
decade. Now that the author of 
one has written a novel with the 
same historical setting that the 
author of the other used, people 
will want to know also what this 
means: It means very little. 

When he wrote his new book, 
Allen appaiently had in mind do- 
ing for a Pennsylvania trooper 
what Mrs. Mitchell did for a 
Southern family. It is probable, 
of course, that Allen has never 
thought of his book in terms of 
"Gone with the Wind", but it is 
equally as probable that the read, 
ing public will think about it in 
just that way. The books are, as a 
matter of fact, comparable only 
in that they will both have been 
read widely and in that the major 
scenes of both are laid in the 
South of the 1860s. "Gone with 
the Wind" was widely read for 
positive characteristics, but the 
success;: of "Action at Aquila v de- 
pends upon the negative charac- 
teristic that its author was also 
the author of "Anthony Adverse". 
Had any one of thousands of other 
novelists written "Action at 
"Aquila", the book would have 
been noticed on an inner page of 
the metropolitan reviews, and the 
total number of copies sold would | 
have amounted to a fraction of the j 
ones it has actually sold during the 
past few days.

VALUE OF POWER 
IN RURAL LIFE 

Revolution of Living Condi- 
tions on the Farm Laid to 

Use of Electricity 

Most of us will admit that the 
welfare of the nation is dependent 
on the welfare of the fanner. It 
Is the farmer who produces the 
food we eat and a great many of 
our industries are built upon the 
spending power of the rural pop- 
it legislation designed to 
Improve the lot of the farmer, in. 
dlcates the national concern over 
this problem and such statistics 
as are available regarding the shift 
of population from farm to urban 
areas is the last fifty years, em- 
phasizes the need for a remedy. 
The farm population of the Unit- 
ed States today Is about one 
fourth of the total while fifty 
years ago, it was probably one 
half. There has been a great shift 
from the farm to the city largely 
due to the higher standard of liv- 
ing available to city dwelleis. 

■tog* the past fifty years a 



great industrial development has 
taken place. Electric power has 
contributed to the expansion of 
great industries and until the col- 
lapse in 1929. there seemed to be 
no end to ever rising wages and 
levels of income for those enjoy- 
ing city life. fcut the inevitable 
cycle of depiession followed this 
prosperity and surely the separa- 
tion of great members of our peo- 
ple from the soil greatly aggravat- 
ed the extent of the collapse. 

The shift from farm to city 
seems to have been in search of a 
better standard of living and to 
reverse this trend the farmer's in- 
come must be increased and made 
more secure and the farm home 
must be supplied' with the conven- 
iences of city life. 

The radio and telephone have 
done much to raise the standard 
of farm life but electricity on the 
farm provides the means of en- 
joying every comfort of a home in 
the city. The Federal Government 
has recently sponsored a great 
farm electrification progiam and 
the wide publicity given the R. E. 
A. and similar projects has stim- 
ulated the desire of many farm- 
ers to enjoy the advantages which 
only electricity can bring.

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desire of those scaling electric 
service for the first time and it 
alone would justify considerable 
sacrifice on the farmer's part, 
particularly If he has children in 
school. The use of electric lights 
also reduces the fire hazard of an 
oil lantern in the barn or of an 
oil lamp carried from room to 
room in the house. The advant- 
ages of electric lighting can be 
provided by an isolated generat- 
ing plant, but most farmers have 
found this to be a limited seivice 
which will not give him the con- 
veniences he desires. When an 
electric pump is installed in his 
well, the farm home has pressure 
water available for use in the kit- 
chen and making possible a mod- 
ern bathroom with all its conven- 
iences. Such a pump will deliver 
water for livestock and at a cost 
of a penny, will furnish more 
water than a man can pump in 
an hour. 

Woman's Emancipator 

There is an old adage that "a 
man works from sun to sun, but 
a woman's work is never done." 
Electricity on the farm means 
more to the farmer's wife than 
to any member of the family. An 
electric Washington machine will 
save the back breaking labor of 
the wash board, a vacuum clean- 
er will keep her house clean, an 
electric refrigerator will provide 
economies in food storage, an elec- 
tiic range will keep her kitchen 
cool and eliminate the splitting of 
wood, removal of ashes and a po- 
tential fire hazard. An electric 
water heater provides a supply of 
water at any temperature with no 
care or attention. 

Electricity also biings to the 
farm wife, power for her sewing 
machine and food mixer, and en- 
ables her to enjoy an electric iron, 
clock, fan, heater and all the other 
conveniences .enjoyed by her city 
cousin. ' 

Such uses of electricity in the 
home aie an everyday occurrence 
and many others will soon be ac- 
cepted as equally necessary. A- 
mong these are electric dishwash- 
ers, a device fitted to the sink 
drain which grinds to a pulp all 
vegetable peelings and scraps of 
food so that they are flushed 
through the drain, eliminating for 
all time the garbage pail, and ul- 
timately no home will be complete 
without air conditioning, which 
will provide a uniform tempera- 
ture throughout the year with 
humidity controlled to a king's 
taste. 

Raise Farm Income 

The farmer not only enjoys 
these advantages in his home but 
is able to use electricity to in- 



crease his income. If he has a 
dairy he will use an electric milk- 
er, feed grinder, cream separator, 
milk cooler, and a bottle washer 
and sterilizer. 

If he raises chickens, he will 
have an incubator, brooder, oat 
sprouter, water warmer and will 
increase bis egg production by 
lighting his hen house to lengthen 
the working day for the hens. 
Modern poultry houses to avoid 
rickets in young chickens and to 
increase the vitamin C content of 
the eggs. ' 

Electric power makes available 
irrigation to lengthen the grow- 
ing season, spraying of oi chard 
trees, fills the silo, grinds feed 
and does many chores on the 
farm formerly requiring manual 
labor. 

The modernization of the iarm 
home through the utilization of 
the many electiic servants will do 
much to raise the farmer's stan- 
dard of living and thereby attract 
to the land many who" otherwise 
would refuse to return to the 
farm. . 

Means Not Clear 

We are all convinced with the 
necessity of accomplishing this 
progiam but the means to achieve 
it are not so clear. The plan 
adopted by the Virginia Electric

"Agony in New Mexico," descrip- 
tion of the flagellation rites of 
the New Mexico Penitentes. was 
the last article written by Cail 
Taylor, whose murder while living 
among the weird cultists formed 
the basis for the thrilling motion 
picture. "The Lash of the Peni- 
tentes" coming to the Granby 
Theatre on Sunday, March 13. 

In this film, as in real life, a 
young newspaperman braves the 
dangers and tortures of the Pen- 
itentes to learn their secrets. 
While investigating them, he 
meets a young Mexican girl in 
love with a wealthy young artist. 
Because the newspapei man's 
house boy, a Penitente, also, loves 
the girl, she is kidnapped and 
punished in a strange, horrible 
flogging ritual, but is saved at the 
last moment by her artist sweet- 
heart. 1 * 

In describing for the magazine 
"Today" the flagellation and 
crucifixion which he witnessed 
and which is depicted in "The 
Lash of the Penitentes." Taylor's 
manusciipt said: 

"This, mind you, .^s Jin the 
United States. These ghostly fig- 
ures moving wraithlike in the thin 
moonlight were not creatures of

"Later, upon protest by certain 
individual that the action was 
not legal in Executive Session, the 
Mayor— at the suggestion of the 
Council — requested a ruling, by 
the Town Attorney. He advised, 
in part, as follows: 

"'I, therefore; conclude that 
the Electrical Inspector is not an 
officer of the Town, but a mere 
employee, removable at the pleas- 
ure of the Council." ... It hav- 
ing been ascertained that the' 
meeting was legally constituted 
by the presence of a quorum, that 
the party removed was not entitl- 
ed to any notice or hearing, and 
that the Council had authority to 
remove and appoint another per- 
son in the place of trie party re- 
moved)* 

"In regard to special meetings 
the Town Attorney refers to Rule 
Four of the Town Code, which 
states that "a majority vote of 
all the membeis elected shall be 
necessary to transact business be- 
fore any meeting of the Council", 
and due to the fact that we were 
unable to muster more than three 
votes of the five members pres- 
ent—which is, in fact, less than 
the majority required under Rule 
Four— our efforts are, as yet, in- 
effective.

At the first 
scoring Mrs. H. M. Marshall's 
flock received only 28 points out 
of a possible 188- Mrs. Marshall's 
experience in poultry raising was 
j limited, and her equipment mea- 
gre. But she at once began follow- 
ing suggestions of the poultry 
specialist. With the help of her 
husband she remodeled her old 
chicken house, built a brooder 
bouse with a homemade heating 
system, and bought a new flock 
of baby chicks — which turned out 
88 nice pullets. When first visit- 
ed by the poultry specialist, her 
flock of 45 hens was giving only 
three or four eggs a day— the hens 
didnt lay because not fed right 
and were not fed right because 
they didnt lay enough eggs to buy 
their feed. But when Mrs. Mar- 
shall started following recom- 
mended feeding practices, by the 
end of the first month the hens 
were showing their gratitude by 
much better filled egg baskets. 
When the contest ended Mrs. 
Marshall's flock had climbed from 
a score of 28 to 98 points out of 
180. 



Cotton growers of Princess 
Anne County voted 46 to 7 In 
favor of establishing cotton 
marketing quotas for the cotton- 
producing areas of the South in 
the referendum held last Satur- 
day, according to the official tally 
announced yesterday by H. W. 
Oslin, county agricultural agent. 
More than two-thirds of the 
growers of this area participated 
In the referendum, which was held 
simulataneously in all cotton- 
producing sections. 

The total vote for Virginia was 
6,329 favoring the quota and 529 
farmers opposed, or a favorable 
vote of 92.3 per cent. For all of 
the cotton - producing states 
combined, the vote was 1,190,961 
favorable and 95,212 opposing the 
move. The national percentage 
was 925 per cent in favor of the 
Agricultural Department's pro- 
gram. 

Quota Effective Here 

The cotton marketing quota will 
be in effect in Princess Anne 
County, and all farmers who grow 
cotton this year will be subject 
to the stiff penalties If they do 
not comply strictly with the pro- 
gram. 

Meetings are being held in the 
county at the present time by the 
county agent to explain the 1939 
program, which Includes both 
on ami potatoes, to the farm- 
era. That program, Mr. Oslin 
pointed out, is entirely different 
from the setup first announced 
last November, and mil farmers 
have been urged to attend the 
meetings in order that they may 
•amihskise themselves with the 
AAA plans before proceeding too 
far with their spring planting. 

Normal Supply Heped far 

The marketing quotas, which 
are provided for in the Agricul- 
tural Adjustment Act of 1939, are 
intended to bring the cotton 
supply in line with noimal needs. 
Two-thirds or more of the growers 
voting in last Saturady's referen- 
dum had to approve the proposal

nouncement that the new bridge 
over the southern branch of the 
Elizabeth River also will be open- 
ed to traffic early next week in- 
sures another toll-free approach 
to motorists whose routes of travel 
carry them through the two Tide- 
water cities. 

Follows Old Highway 

Turning right on the Suffolk 
Boulevard at Bower's Hill, the 
new approach follows the old 
State Highway 299 to the junc- 
tion with U. S. Highway 17 above 
Deep Creek, thence continuing in 
a northeasterly direction until the 
junction with U. 8. Highway near 
Great Bridge. With the exception 
of 1.4 miles of roadway immedi- 
ately at the junction of Routes 59 
and 299 at Bower's Hill, the new 
highway is a modern concrete, 
three-car width roadway which 
passes through sparsely-settled 
country. 

Visitors using this highway and 
seeking the most direct route to 
the Beach will turn off the new 
road at Great Bridge and follow 
one of two alternate routes 
through Princess Anne County, 
either Route 188 through Kemps- 
ville to its junction with the Vir- 
ginia Beach Boulevard at Chinese 



Comers or Route 189 through 
Princess Anne Court House and 
thence to Oceana, where a right- 
hand turn on the Boulevard puts 
the motorist within a few miles 
of the Beach. 

Bead hi Good Condition 

Motorists using this toll-free 
approach to the Beach will find 
the highway in excellent condition 
except for the narrow oil-surfaced 
road at Bower's Hill, extending for 
1.4 miles. The delay in letting 
the contract for the improvement 
of this stretch, it was stated this! 
week, has been caused by the! 
withholding of allocations for the 
construction of overpasses at the 
Virginian and Seaboard Airline 
railway tracks on this section. 

The bridge now nearing com- 
pletion over the southern branch 
of the Elisabeth River, beside the 
Norfolk and Western bridge at 
Gilmerton, is the largest single 
project on the toll-free approach 
to Norfolk from the west and is 
a part of the new highway that 
begins at Bower's Hill. That road, 
if followed from its beginning, 
without any turn on Route 165 or 
166, leads directly to the new toll- 
free bridge; and will be used ex- 
tensively by Beach visitors who 
wish to stop over in either Norfolk 
or Portsmouth. - 

As soon as this bridge is opened, 
it may be reached from Norfolk 
by either the Campostella bridge, 
which is toll-free, or by the Berk- 
ley bridge, privately-owned, at the 
foot of Bast Main Street.

Virginia indorsed the Roose- 
velt administration by about 135,- 
000 majority, and it is. but na- 
tural that the new Governor, 
knowing the people of the State 
better than any man in it, should 
reflect their overwhelming desire 
to co-operate to the fullest extent 
with the President. 

"There is no wonder that the 
White House is beginning to smile 
on Virginia. Even the opposition 
of the two senators, who continue 
to misrepresent the State in so far 
as they are seeking to obstruct 
the policies of the Administra- 
tion, should not entirely cut Vir 
ginia off, now that she has a 100- 
per-cent Roosevelt man as Gover- 
nor, and one who has given every 
indication of his purpose and 
ability to really be his own master 
and run the State."

Nazi Germany is more a product spawned by the victors than oy 
the vanquished. Republican Germany, had it been given a decent 
chance to live by a gloating France and an indifferent England, 
would not have become the tool of a madman as It Is today, a menace 
not alone to Austria and central Europe, nor even to the continent 
of Europe, but to the entire world. We stand shocked, horrified by 
what has happened since the advent of Hitler— as preposterous a tale 
as the world can relate— but even we were parties to the causes which 
permitted his appearance. . 

The treaties forced upon Germany and Austria, and the conse- 
quent ruthless dismembering of the latter country were bad enough; 
but the Interference offered ever since that date to the internal 
affairs of the conquered nations has been even worse. Where a 
gesture of helpfulness might have aided the restoration of whatever 
tiace of international goodwill there was before 1914, brutal neglect 
was forthcoming. And, where a concerted policy of firmness might 
have, been shown, vacillating tactics and an attempt to Jockey even 
one's allies into a' discreditable position were the rule.

the year that has passed. It now 
appears likely that the Council 
will adopt the necessary ordinance 
to release such funds as have been 
authorized. 

Members of the Council are 
automatically appointed members 
of the board of directors of the 
Chamber of Commerce, thus in- 
suring an adequate check on such 
funds as are expended. In addi 
tion, the annual budget is pres 
ented for discussion and adoption 
to a general meeting of the or 
ganization prior to the approval 
of plans for the season. 

The time is ripe to step out to 
broader fields and focus national 
attention upon the facilities that 
here abound for a wholesome and 
enjoyable vacation.

What is 
happening In the Reich today is as alien to the German tempera- 
ment, under normal conditions, as it. would be to the English. It is 
possible only beemp^thosfc who might have shown meicy left no 
other way out«m despairing people. 

We now know thatthe so-called statesmen of France entered 
the peace conferences /With no more desire to promote international 
amity than a cat candle quiescent when a bird hops between Its 
claws. Germany must be humbled, she must never be allowed to 
take her place at the table of nations, she must remain an outcast, 
a beggar, unable to move even in a direction to right her,own house 
without the consent of France. England, because of her Insane desire 
to maintain the status quo— which means, In plain language, her 
unstable position as the balance wheel in world affairs— perforce 
agreed with the dictates of those who guided the destiny of the na- 
tion across the channel. Since France, raging in a blind hatred, 
was willing to remain the buffer state, England has little to lose to 
the transaction. 

So was Germany made a barren state, shorn of much of her 
former prestige on the seven seas, separated from her rich mining 
lands and, of course, as all defeated nations have been to the world's 
history, relieved of her colonial possessions. Maybe it was right to 
do so, but it failed to make for the lasting peace of which the politi- 
cian-statesmen * prated. 

Austria was treated even more cruelly. If possible. Yugoslavia, 
Czechoslovakia, Poland and Hungary were created from her onetime 
vast territories. Her Adriatic seaports were given to Italy, and what 
remained was a pitiful remnant of a mighty nation embracing about 
7,000,000 persons. She* was beggared and broken, economically ruined, 
kept alive only by that indomitable spirit which animates those who 
live along the Danube. 

Had Austria and Germany then been permitted to 'form the 
desired Anschluss there might have been some hope for the central 
European powers. But the Allies, particularly France, brayed their 
loud nays and so added fuel to the conflagration that now is about 
to break loose. 

Such a union might have done much to assuage the hurts of the 
Versailles and St. Germain treaties. Two nations, generally alike to 
culture and racial characteristics, noted for an indomitable will to 
prosper, might have had the opportunity to work out their salvation 
to a peaceful manner, but France would have none of it, and all 
plans came to naught. 

And then came Hitler. A genius at oratory, he fired the mass 
with his program for a great national revival of hope. A master 
strategist, he fanned dispair into blinding rage at the "natural 
enemies" within the state and consequently, as now appears, at other 
enemies on the outside. A hope bom to the depths of despair 
without logic or consequences, and the ripping asunder of \ 
followed in the natural course of events. 

The first error of the Allies may be read to the treaties f 
upon the hapless nations. The second error, equally responsible 
today's situation, was their failure to enforce such practical stipula- 
tions of those treaties as seemed best designed to stop the menace 
of Hitler and his Nazi nonsense, once he was started. Had firm steps 
been taken- to stop Hitler's repossession of the Rhineland to 1938, 
the Austrian putsch would have beep impossible. But what happen- 
ed? Again jockeying for position, no move was made with any pre- 
tense of sincerity to block that illegal action. His position enhanced. 
Hitler swept on, forcing all but a small minority of Germans to 
goose-step with him. 

Now the Austrian putsch is a matter of history. France and 
England will protest, but the protestation will oe drowned out by the 
thundering voices of Hitler and his aides as utey swagger through 
Austria offering new "hope" to a burdened and troubled populace. 



Our forefathers regarded work 
as the chief secular object of 
man's existence. A gloomy eco- 
nomics reduced us to the status 
of animals, breeding to the limits 
of subsistence, struggling ever 
with the reluctant earth. By the 
sweat of our brows were we to 
gain our bread. If we did not 
plant we should not refip. As the 
modern proletarian gospels spread 
across the world, the marks oi^oU 
weie glorified in an imagined pro- 
letariat—the calloused hands, the 
lined faces, the bent backs, Sam- 
uel Smiles and Karl Marx had 
more than a little in common. 

There is no doubt that work is 
still necessary, though we haven't 
found a way to provide it for all 
who want it. But we are coming 
to regard work as a by-pioduct 
of human life rather than human 
life as a raw material of work. 
The new morality will admit that 
we work to live, but will not de- 
mand that we live to work. It 
finds expression to such observa- 
tions as Mr. William F. G. Swann, 
director of a research laboratory 
at Swarthmore, Pa., made at the 
conference on adult education the 
other day. Said Mr. Swann: 

"The only excuse for things uti- 
litarian is that they provide the 
means for things non-utilitarian." 
The glorious adventure of living 
is not to be forever limited by a 
grubby pre -occupation with the 
means for living. 

Truly, as Mr. Swann implied, 
we have to "earn" the "living" 
that we get. But this does not of 
necessity mean that we must pro- 
duce potatoes, or motor cars, or 
clothing, or houses, or services, 
, though most of us have to do.

The report of the President'^^ 
Advisory Committee on Education, 
recommending that States be per- 
mitted to allocate Federal school 
aid funds to private and sectar- 
schools is properly the sub- 
ject "mV earnest debate among 
schoolmen" bf the nation, and 
especially for Its possible effect on 
the pending Harrison-Fletcher bill 
to Congress is important. The 
committee's report, tendered the 
President on February 23, would 
leave to the States the question 
of how much if any Federal funds 
granted them for schools they 
desire to release to institutions of 
learning other than public schools. 
The Harrison-Fletcher measure 
makes no commitments to this 
respect. At the recent conven- 
tion of the American Association 
of School Administrators the 
matter was argued strongly, most- 
ly con. Segregation of public 
funds levied without regard to sec- 
tarian affiliation to either private 
institutions or institutions sup- 
ported by members of any parti- 
cular faith. Dr. John Dewey, Col- 
umbia University professor emer- 
itus, contended, would nullify 
America's historic and constitu- 
tional separation of church and 
state. The opinion is one in which 
we heartily concur. 

In the first place, the support 
of pubUc education to the United 
States has traditionally been, ft 
matter chiefly of local and State 
concern. Considering the insidious 
means by which governments to 
other countries have controlled 
pubUc opinion through domina- 
tion of the educational system, we 
believe, the precedent should 
stand, \ince any taxes imposed 
to support the educational system 
are inevitably borne by the whole 
population, the financial question 
of which governmental unit pays 
the piper is comparatively irrele- 
vant. The issue touching on the 
question of using public funds for 
the support of any sectarian in- 
stitution is clear cut. As Oft 
Dewey further pointed out, allo- 
cation of educational funds to to. 
stitutions of various sects would 
tend to bring them into an undig- 
nified and un-churchly rivalry. 
In the case of higher institutions 
of learning it is possible that ft 
fairly equal division of revenue 
among religious groups according 
to strength could be arranged, but 
in the case of secondary and pri- 
mary education the parochial 
schools supported by members of 
the Roman Catholic faith, which 
vastly outnumber all others, would 
receive the Don's share. Whether 
it was that faith or some other, 
the principle is bad. Handled on 
a State basis the funds could eas- 
ily be manipulated to accrue to 
the benefit of the religious group 
having a majority r epre s entation 
to the State legislature. Congress 
should be alert to pre v e nt any 
amendment of the Harrison-Flet- 
cher act enabling States to 
Federal money to vitiate a 
stone principle of American 
cracy.— Tidewater News.

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"Back to the earth!" has been 
one of the major slogans of our 
time. For yeais it has been offer- 
ed as an economic and moral cure, 
all. Relieve the congested cities 
and send the people back to the 
country, and you promote a 
'letter economic balance — provid- 
ed, of course, you first do some- 
thing about the "agricultural sit- 
uation." Send the people back to 
the good earth and you also save 
souls from the glitteting immor- 
ality and the ephemeral distrac- 
tions of the city. 

Charles Allen Smart's "R. F. D." 
is full of praise for the simple 
life, for manual work, for bring- 
ing things up out -of the soil— and 
full of many other things, to be 
sure — and yet it is in no sense, 
save a veiy indirect one, a brief 
for the slogan of getting back to 
the earth. It is simply the re- 
cord of one man's experience with 
farming- and farm life. And if 
you look at it that way, you find 
that it is a good book, one worth 
reading and worth saying plea- 
sant things about. 

A little over three years ago, 
Chailes Allen Smart inherited a 
farm in Ohio. Until then he had 
been a literary man: novelist, 
editor, teacher. Presumably he 
was making a living, and getting 
at least some fun out of life. But 
he decided nevertheless to go back 
to the ancestial farm and try to 
make a go of it. He became a 
gentleman farmer. 

That is why the book will prob- 
ably have little appeal for real 
farmers. Mr. Smart doesn't de 
pend entirely on his farm for- his 
livelihood, although there are in- 
dications that the farm may 
eventually pay its own way. He is 
still writing— as we irr and he

inherited. Like Pooh-Bah in "The 
Mikado", it revolts him, but he 
does it. For which I don't mean 
to criticize him: I'm sure I would 
do the same. 

Mr. Smart is troubled by other 
things besides capitalism and his 
own sinning in that connection. 
He has fought droughts and poor 
markets, his own ignorance and 
original ineptness as a farmer, 
and the thousand natural shocks 
that flesh is heir to. And what 
is more important, he has enjoy- 
ed his life in Ohio; he is generally 
happy, often self-consciously so, 
and always vocally so. 

What Mr. Smart has suffered 
from and what he has enjoyed— 
these supply the fabric for "R. F. 
D." The book tells you how 
scornful the author is of the mili- 
taiy mind and of the futilities of 
the administration of the Great 
Engineer and how much he misses 
the games of squash racquets he 
used to play in New York City. It 
tells how to build fences, how Mr. 
Smart got married, and how to 
take care of dogs. There are many 
character sketches, and the his- 
tory of the trials and tribulations 
of a little theater in a small town, 
and praise of sensual things, in- 
cluding bathing naked on the 
lawn at twilight and making love 
in your neighbor's apply orchard. 
You may read also of the Farm 
er's Co-opeiative movement, how 
in one opinion Thorsten Veblen 
was mistaken, and how fine It 
would be for farmers to wear kilts 
and beards. 

This particular catalog may 
lead you to say that the book to 
a miscellany and a hodge-podge

Last year the United States pro- 
duced 18,700,000 bales of cotton, 
the largest crop ever produced to 
the country. The government 
loan helped prevent a more serious 
price collapse. Foreign countries 
also produced a record cotton crop 
last year and the present world 
supply is the greatest to hjstory. 
Cotton experts estimate that the 
carryover of American cotton on 
August 1 of this year will be ap- 
proximately 12 million bales, 
which Is almost equal to a full 
year's domestic consumption and 
exports. 

Cotton marketing quotas are 
based on farm acreage allotments, 
the quota to each case represent- 
ing the amount of cotton a farm 
may market without penalty. The 
marketing quota of a farm Is the 
production of Its acreage allot 
ment and a farmer may sell with 
out penalty all the ^ cotton he 
grows on his acreage allotment. If 
a farmer overplants, with quotas 
in effect, he must pay a penalty 
of two cents a pound on excess 
cotton marketed, and he also will 
lose all 1038 conservation pay- 
ments and the cotton price adjust- 
ment payment for his 1937 cotton. 
Under the new act, cotton loans 
will not be extended to non-co- 
operators except on their excess 
cotton and the loan rate will be 
40 per cent less than the rate^of 
loans which may be extended to 
cooperators on all their cotton.

ANNUAL NARCISSUS TOUR PLANNED 
IN GLOUCESTER, MATHEWS COUNTIES 



Many tourists will be attracted 
to Gloucester and Mathews coun 
ties March 18 to April 4 for the 
first annual Narcissus Tour being 
sponsored this year by the Rotary 
Club of Gloucester and the Ruri- 
tan Club of Mathews, assisted by 
committees from the Woman's 
Clubs and Garden Clubs of the 
two counties. 

During this period some 500 
acres of daffodils will be in full 
blossom, waving and nodding their 
heads in the breeze and present* 
ing an unusually beautiful and 
spectacular sight. 

Favorite Tourist Country 

Tourists flock to these two 
Tidewater Virginia counties every 
spring to see the f lowers in bloom. 
Many come too late or too early 
for the peak of the blooming sea. 
(Don. This year Gloucester and 
Mathews growers are cooperating 
in a planned tour, so that visitors 
may know when to come to find 
the fields in their piettiest array, 
Changing weather conditions re- 
tard or advance the blooming sea- 
son but growers now believe the 
peak wttl be between March IB 
and April 4. During this period 
information bureaus will be main- 
tained at Botetouit Hotel, Glou- 
cester and at the Memorial li- 
brary, in Mathews, to direct visit- 
ors to the prettiest fields. At these 
bureaus, directions and guides will

decades, off a great and profitable 
commercial narcissus-growing in- 
dustry. From the little backyard 
patches of Trumpet Majors, de- 
scended from bulbs brought over 
from England in Colonial times, 
narcissus growing in Gloucester 
and Mathews has reached the 
point where Virginia now ranks as 
'one off the most important flower 



and bulb producing states. 

Today there is hardly a f aim in 
these two Tidewater Virginia coun. 
ties which does not have a "Jon. 
quil" patch. From these and the 
many large farms where the com- 
mercial culture of daffodil bulbs 
and flowers is a specialty, ship- 
ments of floweis to northern mar. 
kets run into carloads every 
spring. The Gloucester-Mathews 
Narcissus Growers' Association re- 
cently placed its order for 17,000 
boxes. Each of these boxes will 
cany 720 narcissus blossoms to 
market, representing not more 
than half the total shipment from 
the two counties. ,, 

Large Bulb Farm 

One of the largest bulb farms in 
this country is operated by a 
Dutch firm, in Gloucester County. 
This company, after experiment, 
ing in other states became inter, 
ested in Tidewater Virginia be- 
cause of the success of local grow- 



foliage begins to die down in 
jjune. In late June and early July 
the bulbs are dug. cured and 
graded. Some are left in the fields 
for two or three years. About Sept- 
ember 1, the bulb farmer, after 
selling off part of the surplus ac- 
cumulated from the multiplication 
of his bulbs during the year, be. 
gins to piepare ground for re. 
planting. 

The most exciting season of the 
year is the blooming period, espe- 
cially for those growers who con- 
centrate on flower selling. Crews 
of field hands pick the blossoms 
by hand and tie them into bunches 
of a dozen each by means of rub- 
ber bands. As fast as the flowers 
are picked they )a re gatheied into 
baskets and carried to the packing 
sheds where they ate placed In 
water before packing in the paper 
cartons, in which they are shipped. 
In many of the large fields thou- 
sands of blooms are left behind, 
it being neaily impossible to get 
them all to market. 

Though delicate and frail in 
appearance, the daffodil is a 
splendid shipping flower and If 
packed right will stand being 48 
hours out of water. Virginia 
flowers, however, when picked on 
one day, usually are sold on the 
wholesale market the next morn, 
ing.

After remaining dormant during 
the winter, they begin to send up 
shoots under the warm caress of 
early Virginia spring weather. 
Fust to bloom in late February 
and early March is the little na- 
turalized Trumpet Major. Next, 
toward the end of March, come 
the Golden Spur, King Alfred, Sir 
Watkins, Olympia and other po- 
pular varieties. 

Daffodils, when raised commer- 
cially, have to be cultured as care, 
fully as any other crop.

Questions and Answers Out- 
line Functions of Borrower/ 
and Lender 



The following questions and 
answers explain how prospective 
home buyers and home builders 
may obtain loans under the Fed- 
eral Housing Administration's in- 
sured Mortgage System. 

Q. Who may borrow under the 
Insured Mortgage System? 

A. Any person who has a credit 
standing satisfactory to the Ad- 
ministrator, so long as the prop- 
erty securing the loan meets cer- 
tain neighborhood requirements 
and construction standards. 

Q. What Is the source of mort- 
gage funds? 

A. The 10,000 private lending 
agencies, such as commercial 
banks, building and loan associa- 
tions, mortgage companies, life in- 
surance companies, etc., which 
have been approved by the Federal 
Housing Administration as lenders. 

Q. What is the function of the 
Federal Housing Administration? 

A. The Federal Housing Ad- 
ministration insures advances of 
funds, made by private lending 
agencies and enforces certain 
basic requirements in regard to 
the mortgage, the property, and 
the borrower. • 

Q. What is the maximum loan 
obtainable? 
A. $16,000. 

Q. What down payment is re- 
quired? 

A. Amounts ranging from 10 
per cent to 20 per cent of the 
appraised value depending upon 
the sin of the mortgage loan. 

Q. What down payment would 
be required for a house valued at 
$6,000; at $10,000; at $20,000? 



A. $600; $1,400; $4,000. 

Q. What form must the down 
payment take? 

A. Cash or its equivalent. 

Q. How is the loan repaid? 

A. In equal monthly install- 
ments which, in a large number 
of cases, closely approximate 
amounts formerly paid in rent. 

€}. How long may the borrower 
take to repay his loan? 

A. Up to 20 years for all loans 
except those of $5,400 or less, on 
single family, newly constructed, 
Owner-occupied houses. For these 
oans, the maximum period may be 
for as long as 25 years under cer- 
tain circumstances. 

Q. What do the monthly pay- 
ments Include? 

A. Payments include a srfflne of 
the principal, Interest, mortgage 
insurance premium, taxes, spe- 
cial assessments, fire and hazard 
insurance. 

Q. What is the interest rate? 
The mortgage insurance pie- 
mium? 

A. Lending institutions may 
charge as much as 5 per cent in- 
terest. The mortgage insurance 
premium amounts to !i per cent 
of the decreasing balances of the 
mortgage, except for mortgages 
amounting to $5,400 or less, on 
which a Va per cent premium on 
decreasing balances is charged. 

Q. To whom does the borrower 
apply to obtain a loan? 

A. This will depend on certain 
condition a The possible sources 
of primary information are lend- 
ing institutions, real-estata^deal- 
ers, building supply dealers, archi- 
tects, contractors or builders, sub- 
division developers. In some in- 
stances, the borrower may wish 
to make preliminary inquiry at 
the office of the Federal Housing 
Administration nearest his home. 
The FHA is always willing to give 
advice and any other assistance 
within its power. 

Q. How does the prospective 



home owner benefit from financ- 
ing his home under the Insured 
Mortgage System? 

A. (1) The convenient and 
all-inclusive monthly payments; 
(2) the small down payment; (3) 
the longer term of the mortgage; 
(4) the careful appraisal, inspec- 
tion of construction of properties 
and neighborhood by field insur- 
ing offices; and <5) the freedom 
from hidden charges, fore-know- 
ledge of amount of charges, pay- 
ment of principal, etc.; the know, 
ledge that the mortgage will be 
handled by an able and substantial 
financial institution, etc.

The first annual National Wild- 
life Restoration Week has been 
proclaimed by President Roosevelt 
as the week beginning Sunday. Its 
purpose is to acquaint the public 
with facts concerning the crisis 
which faces America's wildlife re- 
sources, and to afford a perman- 
ent method of financing the Na- 
tional, state, and local wildlife 
federations sponsoring the Week. 

As a preliminary to the activi- 
ties of Wildlife Week, wildlife 
poster stamps are being sold 
throughout the nation. These 
stamps picture eight birds, eight 
mammals, and one poster, all 
beautifully designed and colored 
by Jay N. Darling, nationally- 
known cartoonist and conserva- 
tionist who is president of the 
General Wildlife Federation. The 
stamps sell for $1 per sheet of 100 
stamps. The stamps are being dis- 
tributed to Virginians by the Vir- 
ginia Wildlife Federation, Blacks- 
burg, through local sportsmen's 
organizations, garden clubs, and 
other women's organizations, as 
well as by farm organizations, 
civic clubs, and youth groups. The 
proceeds from the stamp sales are 
divided between the local, state, 
and national organizations, to 
support their wildlife restoration 
programs. 

During Wildlife Week many 
benefit dinners, dances, movies, 
and other activities have been 
scheduled for Virginia commun- 
ities.

It? Open on Sunday 

The old lighthouse at Cape 
Henry will be open to the public 
on Sunday afternoon, between the 
hours of 3 and 6, according to an 
announcement released this week 
by the Association for the Pre- 
servation of Virginia Antiquities. 
A small admission charge will be 
collected and the proceeds will be 
used for the upkeep of the prop- 
erty. 

The lighthouse and the sand 
hill on which it stands were deed- 
ed to the association by the Fed- 
eral Government about ten years 
ago. It was the first such struc- 
ture built by the young nation and 
was completed in 1791 under the 
joint sponsorship of Virginia and 
Maryland. The lighthouse was in 
constant use, except during the 
years of the War Between the 
States, until 1884, when the pres- 
ent, steel tower was opened.

Reduced Insurance 
Ratings Predicted 

Farm organizations sponsoring 
the recently passed Virginia Guest 
Act today predicted tower rates 
for automobile liability insurance 
in Virginia. The law, which was 
passed by the 1038 General As- 
sembly, provides that persons in- 
jured while riding as free guests 
have no claims against the owners 
or operators of the automobiles in 
which they were riding except in 
cases of gross negligence on the 
part of such owners or operators. 

Virginia is the 28th state to 
adopt a guest law. In all the 
other 27 states, except five, rates 
are lower than in Virginia.

"Today every State along the 
entire Atlantic seaboard from 
Massachusetts to Florida, inclu- 
sive, has legislation for their par- 
ticipation in the public low-rent 
housing and slum-cleaianee pro- 
gram in which the United States 
Housing Authority lends up to 90 
per cent of the development cost 
of the projects to be initiated by 
local housing authorities. 

"Maine, New Hampshire, and 
Mississippi are the only States 
east of the Mississippi which do 
not have housing legislation per- 
mitting their towns to receive aid 
from the United States Housing 
Authority.

Effective April 1 of this year, 
all persons employed by private 
families or holding positions in 
restaurants, hotels and other 
similar places open to the general 
public must register with the 
Police Department of Virginia 
Beach and be fingerprinted and 

tietographed for identification 
purposes, according to an an- 
nouncement made this week. All 
employees affected by the ord- 
inance which passed- 'the Council 
on January 10 will be required to 
register prior to May 1 or be sub- 
ject to a fine or imprisonment, or 
both, for their failure to comply 
with the law. 

Transient workers, Whether em- 
ployed by private families or by 
business houses or hotels, are sub- 
ject to the same ordinance, and 
must apply to the Police Depart- 
ment for such examination with- 
in 48 hours of the time of their 
employment. This law applies only 
to persons engaged In domestic or 
public service within the town 
limits of Virginia Beach. 

To Furnish Cards 

When the registration has been 
completed, the applicant will be 
furnished a card bearing his 
photograph, finger print and 
facsimile signature, which will be 
good for one year. Conviction on 
any criminal offense will automa 
tlcally .revoke the permit. The 
cost of such card, including the 
phetograpnNand fingerprinting, is 
set at $1.30 per person.

SPRING POTATO 
CROP DECREASED 

Cooperative Service Esti- 
mates Early Plantings Cut 
About 13 Percent 

Virginia farmers are planning to 
plant about 1 percent more acre- 
age in crops than last year, ac- 
cording to reports received from 
a large number of farmers by the 
Cooperative Crop Reporting Ser- 
vice, The acreage actually planted 
may turn out to be larger or 
smaller than the intended acre- 
age, as a result of changes in 
conditions between March 1 and 
the actual tune of planting. Wae 
ther conditions, price changes, 
labor supply and the Agricultural 
Adjustment Programs may cause 
farmers to change their earl 
spring plans. The greatest changes 
in the prospective plantings for 
1938 are an increase of 29 percent 
in burley tobacco and a decrease 
of 13 percent In early potatoes. 

Throughout the United States 
reports from farmers listing the 
acreages of principal crops (ex- 
cept cotton) they are planning 
below those of a year ago, partial- 
ly offset by some increase In the 
acreage expected to be cut for hay. 
As the acreages of whiter wheat 
and rye harvested are likely to 
show some increase, the total acre- 
age in principal crops (except 
cotton) indicated by these reports 
as to be planted or left for har- 
vest is less than one percent be. 
low the acreage grown last year 
and almost equal to the average 
acreage grown during the past 
three years. 

Conditions Favorable 

Weather conditions in Virginia 
prior to March 1 were unusually 
favorable for farm work and pre 
paratKms for spring planting are 
more advanced than usual. How- 
ever, weather conditions during 
April and May when most crops 
are planted, win have considerable 
effect on the actual acreage. The 
tobacco allotments were not avail- 
able when this report was made, 
so the reported acreage to be 
planted may be changed to meet 
the allotments. 

The acreage to be planted to to- 
bacco shows many changes over 
last year, Flue-cured growers, 
about the first of March, planned 
to plant 105,000 acres, which was 
an increase of 7 percent over the

Construction will begin immedi- 
ately, and the owners plan to have 
the hotel open to the public be- 
tween June 1 and June 15.

The Women's Work Division of 
WPA was operating 430 projects 
during February, which gave work 
to 7,235 WPA workers, according) 
to a recent report made to Wil- 
liam A. Smith, state WPA admin- 
istrator. 

Under the activities of school 
lunch projects, of which there 
were 311 units, WPA workers 
served during the month 505,638 
hot lunches to under-privileged 
children, averaging 28,660 lunches 
per day, the report shows.

Farmers can celebrate National 
Wildlife Restoration Week more 
effectively than any other group 
of people, according to the V. P. 
I. Cooperative Wildlife Research 
Unit at Blacksburg. City folks can 
buy wildlife poster stamps and 
attend wildlife benefit dinners 
and shooting matches, but only 
farmers can prepare and plant 
the food strips and cover patches 
that are necessary if wildlife is to 
be effectively restored. Combina- 
tion plantings of Korean lespedesa 
and Lespedesa sericea, the latter 
a perennial, can be made from 
now on up through the first week 
of April. Both these varieties 
have proved to be excellent food 
for quail,, particularly during the 
crucial lite winter months. 

A mixture of approximately one- 
third Lespedeza sericea and two- 
thirds Korean lespedeza makes an 
excellent feed-patch mixture. 
These lespedezas will do well on 
poor, soil, and are valuable not 
only as wildlife food and cover but 
also in stopping soil erosion. The 
sericea grows high enough so that 
its seeds are available to birds 
dm ing the heaviest snows, and its 
thick growth provides excellent 
cover. The Korean lespedeza, an 
annual, re-seeds itself very effi- 
ciently. Both varieties are relished 
by several species of song birds, 
in addition to quail; although it 
may take a season or two for the 
birds to learn to eat the seeds.

The Lynnhaven Channel pro-

A lack of navigation 
on the inland waters— Lynnhaven, 
Broad and Linkhorn bays— was 
the reason given for the rejec- 
tion. 



Because county fishing, crabb-

Proper Procedure 

Best results are secured when 
the seed bed is well prepared, a 
thorough harrowing or disking be- 
ing recommended. Seed sown to 
late March or early April should 
be lightly covered. Galled or erod- 
areas should be mulched with 
pine straw, tree branches, straw, 
or stable Utter.

The only trouble with the idea is that we'd no sooner set our 
foot across the boundary line than our otherwise peaceable neighbor 
would probably push us to the face to the eminent satisfaction of our 
other neighbors and the approval of 'the entire community.

As Lou Lehr would say, "Nations are the funniest peoples." They 
seem to have the minds of children and the morals of gangsters. And 
even among the best diplomatic curies there seems to be the idea 
that there should be one set of morals for people as people and an- 
other set for people as nations; one law for the individual in his rela- 
tion with other individuals; another law for the state to its relations 
to other states.

Continued from Page* Two 
general feeling of our people. And 
he wanted to know how "these 
foreigners" themselves were re- 
acting to American conditions the 
country over. With these questions 
In mind he made a trip across the 
country, and came back to report 
that, as a whole, Americans accept 
the foreigner living nearby at his 
obvious value. The foreigners they 
suspect are those too remote from 
them to be understood as indivi- 
duals. 

The book presents, necessarily, 
a partial study only; a complete 
survey would not only run Into 
volumes, but it would be too de- 
tailed for popular reading. That 
would defeat the author's pur- 
pose, which is, obviously, to get 
the facts before the public. Na- 
turally, the chief fault of such a 
method is to omit many things 
that many people would like to 
see included. For example, Mr 
Seabrook concerns himself with 
only five foreign language groups, 
the Scandinavians, the Italians, 
the Germans, the Poles, and the 
Russians. This leaves the Asiatics 
out, to mention only one omission. 
However, this is not particularly 
important when one remembers 
that these five groups are prob- 
ably typical, and they certainly 
represent the great majority of 
non-English speaking immigrants 
among us. 

A much mote serious omission, 
it seems to me, is the failure to 
include any data from the South 
and Southwest. Only one mention 
of the South occurs in the book; 
the name of Amadeo Obicl, of the 
Planters Peanut Company at Suf- 
folk, Virginia, is included without 
comment in a catalogue of im- 
portant Italo-Americans. It would 
be interesting to know whether 
the South and Southwest react to 
the foreign born in the same way 
as the other parts of the country, 
or not. This omission is all the 
more surprising since Mr. Sea- 
brook has spent a great part of his 
life in Georgia. But from his book 
a stranger might gather that the t 
United States has as its southern ' ' 
boundary a line drawn from Bal- 1 i 
timore through St. Louis to the 
west coast. 

However, if Mr. Seabook may 
seem to some of us to have erred 
on the side of incompleteness, he 
has dealt interestingly enough] VSJ 
with what he has included. His 
findings legarding the Swedes, for 
example, will astonish those whose 
acquaintance with this important, 
group has been derived from the 
movies. He says that the Swede is 
stow to start but surprisingly fast 
when he gets going. Mr. Seabrook 
gives the Swedes nothing but 
praise, and he finds that their 
contributions to American life

have been very great. He does not 
warm to the Germans and Italians 
quite so much, though he gives 
them credit for being, on the 
whole, excellent citizens. Some 
German communities, he believes, 
rather resent Americanization; he 
cites the case of St. Charles, Mis- n "j g " nt 
sourl, where he found at least one I 
man who refused to do business 
with others unless they spoke Ger- 
man with him. He blames the 
Italians for the introduction of 
organised crime. 

But Mr. Seabrook returned from 
his survey with a cheerful story 
to tell. He found the melting pot 
functioning with remarkable 
success. He met few Italians who 
want to see America fascist and 
few Germans who would move a 
peg to import a nasi regime. They 
may feel that Mussolini and Hit- 
ler are good for Italy and Ger- 
many, but flaey like things here 
for themselves. Mr. Seabrook 
thinks America has been good to 
the aliens and the aliens, have 
been good for America.

living Standards and Health 

"No country in the world pos- 
sesses the high living standards 
for the average individual as does 
America. Many so-called luxuries 
formerly available only to the 
comparatively few now are enjoy- 
ed by a great proportion of the 
population. However, these very 
real advantages to civilised exis- 
tence Involve certain luxury fac- 
tors that must not be overplayed 
if health Is to be maintained at a 
satisfactory level," states Dr. I. C. 
Rlggin, State Health Commission- 
er. 

"It is easy to become oversold 
.on the aids to living that science. 
>m floupled with mass protection, has 
placed within the easy reach of 
most persons. When this happens, 
sometimes the prime essentials to 
healthy living are shunned. In 
this manner, the very things that 
have been developed lor one's 
comfort or pleasure backfire to 
the disadvantage of well-being. 

"Many peisons fail to appre- 
ciate that while health is pur- 
chasable, money for the most part 
is not the medium of exchange 
involved. After all, the vitality- 
maintaining factors are fresh air, 
exercise, sunshine, rest, adequate 
clothing and shelter, and plain 
food. These matters are Mothei 
Nature's imperatives and require 
daily recognition if life is to be 
happily and healthily lived. 

"For example, to be lured to 
physical inactivity because of 
over-fondness for the automobile, 
to permit the movies, the radio, 
or even good books to rob one 
habitually of the necessary sleep 
quota, to become over-fond of the 
deep-cushioned chair in an over- 
heated atmosphere, to specialise 
on luxury foods, and regularly to 
indulge excessively in stimulants 
of various kinds is dangerously 
to under-value Nature's basic de- 
mands. 

"While there is no desire to 
minimise the comforts and ad- 
vantages of the present as many 
of these can add jgreatty to the 
enjoyment of life, there is a gold- 
en mean in their use that must be 
recognised. An over-fondness for 
the non-essentials, with an accom- 
panying disregard of- the bodily 
^requirements, cannot safely he 
adopted as a long-life or healthy- 
life rule. 

"It follows that, while e v er y one 
should avail himself of as many 
of the luxury and corrtfort-de- 
vetoping factors as ft is possible 
to obtain, conamon-sense in their 
employment should prevail. Reg- 
ular misuse and nature do' not 
mix satisfactorily. And in this 
connection. Nature invariably has 
the last word."

The establishment of cotton 
marketing quotas, based on farm 
acreage allotments, Is authorised 
for all cotton producing farms 
under provisions of the Agricul- 
tural Adjustment Act of 1930, the 
new measure passed by Congress 
to strengthen the Agricultural 
Conservation Program and provide 
more effective control of burden- 
some crop surpluses, according to 
W. H. Daughtrey, state executive 
officer for the AAA. 

The quotas, if approved by two. 
thirds of the cotton producers 
voting in a referendum on March 
12, will represent the number of 
acres whose production may be 
marketed this year without re- 
striction. 
--00 Per Cent 

The Adjustment Act provides 
for s national cotton allotment of 
approximately 10,750,000 bales tn 
1000. The number of acres need- 
ed, at normal yields, to produce 
the baleage allotment will he ap- 
portioned to the cotton producing 
states and counties, with no coun- 
ty to receive less than 00 per cent 
of the cotton acreage planted and 
diverted in that 
My. Daughtrey 
ginla Beach News this week. The 
county allotment will be divided 
among individual farms, with spe. 
clai consideration for small prod- 
ucers. 

This division will give all farms 
a minimum allotment up to five 
acres of cotton and a small allot- 
ment win be available for produc- 
ers receiving between 5 and IS 
acres. The remainder of toe coun- 
ty allotment will be divided in such 
manner as to give each farm in 
the county or administrative ares) 
a uniform percentage of the crop- 
land on the farm after excluding 
wheat, rice, tobacco acreage and 
the acreage used for. commercial 
livestock production as its cotton 
acreage allotment. No farm may 
have an allotment greater than 
Its planted and diverted cotton 
acreage In any of the past three 
years. 

Penalty Proposed 

The 1030 marketing quota of an 
individual farm will be the larger 
of the actual' or the normal 
amount of cotton produced on 
that farm's acreage allotment, 
plus any cotton carried over by 
the farm from the 103? crop. In 
other words, the farmer may sell. 
without restriction, all the cotton 
he can produce' on his allotted 
acreage, on afl cotton sold from 
the farm in excess of its market- 
ing quota a penalty of % cents a 
pound must be paid. This means 
that if the farmer overplants, the 
cotton sold In excess of the actual 
or normal production of the al- 
lotted acres will be subject to the 
2-cent penalty. The penalty does 
not apply to cotton on farms 
where the total production is less 
than 1,000 lint pounds. 

Furthermore, if a farmer over- 
plants he will lose his 1030 Agri- 
cultural Conservation Program 
payment and the Cotton Price 
Adjustment payment to which he 
might be entitled on his 1937 
cotton, and will be eligible for a 
cotton loan on only that part of 
his cotton produced as 
his quota and at a i ate 4 
lower than the loan rate provided 
for cooperators. 

For cooperators, cotton loans 
are authorised at a rate to be fixed 
by the Secretary of Agriculture 
between 52 and 75 per cent of 
parity. The parity price of cotton 
at present Is approximately 10 
cents. i tfljflj 

The provisions of the Act do not 
apply to long staple cotton, lfe 
Inches or longer.

PLANNING CHECK 
OFFERED BY FHA 

Best Way for Farmers to 
Celebrate Wildlife Week, 
Research Unit Asserts 

A service rendered to new home 
buyers under the Mutual Mortgage 
Insurance Plan of the Federal 
Housing Administration which is 
not generally known Is the careful 
and painstaking* check by the 
Land Planning Section of the 
FHA of factors that effect the 
desirability of sites and neighbor- 
hoods for homes eligible for mort- 
gage Insurance, it was pointed out 
this week. 

This is no specialised service, 
according to officials, and is not 
done for individual cases, but lies 
in the method of subdivision re- 
view to make sure that certain 
minimum standards are met be- 
fore the Housing Administration 
will grant mortgage insurance. 
Factors Important to any home or 
neighborhood, usually overlooked 
by the average citizen, are weigh- 
ed and tested by qualified experts 
so that the buyer may have the 
assurance that if a property is 
eligible for insurance, he may be 
confident that the necessary and 
fundamental considerations as to 
location, site, and basic planning 
have been fully gone into. 

Careful attention to land plan- 
ning and neighborhood factors 
greatly benefit buyers and greatly 
enhance the value and llvability 
of properties. 

Under the Federal Housing Ad- 
ministration's Insured Mortgage 
System, it was pointed out, cer- 
tain minimum neighborhood and 
subdivision standards have been 
set up with which newly developed 
areas must conform before be- 
coming eligible for mortgage in- 
surance, this means that when a 
buyer considers a new home which 
is eligible for insurance under the 
National Housing Act, he can feel 
assured that the property, the site, 
and the general neighborhood 
condition have been found satis- 
factory to the Housing Adminis- 
tration. These factors are of 
great importance to a home buyer. 
Willingness of the Housing Ad- 
ministration to insure a mortgage 



m 

I consider my 4-H Club es- 
periences very valuable. The 4-H 
Club has offered to me many op- 
portunities to do and to learn 
■amy things that I would not 
hove learned otherwise. 

Of course, one thing that I 
learned was bow to raise cbiekens 
When X Joined the 4-H Club, X 
knew very little about chickens 
and 1 had everything to kern. 
How. X have had six years of ex- 
perience in operating incubators 
and brooders, feeding aad caring 
for baby ducks, culling young 
chickens, selecting eggs, and also 
selecting chickens for exhibits. 

While this was necessary, in- 
so-far as I was taking a poultry 
project, I do not consider this the 
most important part of my 4-H 
Club activities. The Importance of 
keeping accurate records was im- 
pressed upon me and this is im- 
portant in any occupation. As a 
result of my project work, I have 
had various opportunities to 
speak in public, and even over 
the radio, and this I value, not 
because of any momentary honor 
that may be attached, but because 
of the very desirable experience 
that it gives. Interconnection, I 
have learned nhjch about parlia- 
mentary law that I would not 
have learned otherwise, because I 
found it necessary to know this 
in connection with certain offices 
that I have held in the 4-H Club. 
This knowledge has helped me 
greatly in other organizations, too. 
It is one thing that everyone 
should know something about and 
comparatively few people do. 

Good sportsmanship is one 
thing that has been stressed a 
great deal in the 4-H Club. I 
think this is necessary because of 
the competition between the local 
clubs and between members at 
state fairs and these competitions 
would be of little value unless 
they taught the boyg~and girls 
to be good losers as well as good 
winners. S^ 

I have enjoyed the social^ activi 
ties of the 4-H Club. Beach 
parties, county wide meetings and 
district and state camps have 
brought me into contact with 
other people. The ability to meet 
people and to make friends is 
one thing that cannot be stressed 
too much and the best way to de- 



nse aa it has for 
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value of his home will not dimin- 
ish to any great extent over a 
period of years.

1. The house Is located in 
neighborhood where there is evtf- 



formations, and many other fac- 
tors that might limit the adapt- 
ability of a site, a subdivision, or 
a neighborhood for residential use. 

3. The property Is accessible, 
by highway or by adequate street 
cars, busses, etc., at reasonable 
cost, to places of employment, 
schools, and shopping centers. 

4. Public or private utilities to 
meet the needs of the neighbor- 
hood have or will be provided in 
Conformity with local ordinances 
and regulations. The property is 
so located that an adequate water 
supply is available at reasonable 
cost. 

$. Full provision hs been 
made for the disposal of domestic 
sewage in a sanitary, unobjection- 
able manner. 

6. The house is located in a 
neighborhood that is protected by 
appropriate and recorded deed re- 
strictions. This factor is highly 
important in the maintenance of 
neighborhood value and prevents 
the encroachment of undesirable 
types of residential and commer- 
cial uses. 

7. The property complies with 
regulations required by local city, 
county, or planning groups. In this 
regard the standards set up by 
the Housing Administration must 
be met, should local requirements 
be less than the minimum estab- 
lished by the Housing Adminis- 
tration. Here again the buyer is 
given a definite protection. 

"Compliance with our stand- 
ards." said an FHA official, 
"makes properties in any eligible 
neighborhood more attractive andi ' 
more readily salable. While we 
have set a minimum with which 
all properties in a neighborhood 
must comply, we also encourage 
better standards, as such prac- 
tice is of great benefit to the 
a j home owner himself."

Through these social contacts 
there is a very good chance for 
leadership to be developed as 
there Is at least one leader to 
every group. A good leader is not 
merely • leader at social affairs 
but he is usually a leader to the 
b nemes a world as well. The 4-H 
Club has given me a good oppor- 
tunity to develop leadership and 
has helped to make me more will- 
ing to take part in other activi- 
ties. 

All of these things that I have 
Just mentioned are a little 
abstract in that they do not show 
immediate material gain. That 
does not mean that there la no 
chance for a 4-H Club member to 
earn a little money with his pro- 
ject. On the other hand, there is 
a very good chance. Experience 
has taught me that careful man- 
agement of the project will in- 
variably be rewarded by a sub- 
stantial profit at the end of the 
year. If the member has a good 
breed of stock for a project, he 
has an excellent chance to win 
prizes at exhibits that will not 
only increase the cash profit but 
will help him to gain some recog- 
nition as a raiser or breeder of 
that product. I have won several 
prizes at the Virginia State Fair 
and these prizes have helped me 
to sell my eggs and chickens. I 
have spent some of the money that 
I have earned, for personal ex- 
penses, but I have saved most of 
it for future use. 

District and state short courses 
have given me excellent opportun- 
ities to learn more about my pro- 
ject, and. about other things re- 
lating to rural life. Courses in 
poultry, poultry judging, ento- 
mology and bird study gave me 
much valuable information. The 
good thing about this Is that I 
learned by doing— by judging 
chickens, by collecting bugs, and 
by building bird houses. This 
method is much better than 
merely studying books. 

As a whole. I consider the 4-H 
Club a very worth-while organisa- 
tion, living up to everything that 
it stands for.

In contrast to the hint of satire 
and horseplay which brought no- 
toriety some time ago to Prince- 
ton University's "Veterans of Fu- 
ture Wars," college students of 
1938 are joining with the Veter- 
ans of Foreign Wars of the U. S. 
in a nationwide campaign to keep 
America out of war. 

With the approval of President 
Henry N. MacCracken of Vassar 
College, Poughkeepsie, N. Y„ 1,200 
Vassar. students will sign the V. F. 
W. petition which calls upon 
Congress and the President "to 
adopt and apply policies designed 
to keep America out of war, sup- 
ported by a national defense pro- 
gram adequate to preserve and 
protect our country and its peo- 
ple." 

Student Support Petition 

The support of college students 
was enthusiastically endorsed and 
welcomed in a statement issued by 
Commander-in-Chief Scott P. 
Squyrea, who declared. "We know 
from personal experience the suf- 
ferings and sacrifices the young 
men and women of today will be 
forced to undergo if America be- 
comes involved m another war." 

"The young men and women 
who are In colleges and unlver. 
sities today are the ones who will 
have to bear the burden of actual 
warfare, fill the trenches, man the 
battleships, and pay the taxes of 
increasing public debt," said 
Squyres. 

"The support of college students 
for this effort to impress Congress 
with the people's wishes for a na- 
tional defense program that will 
help keep America out of war is 
already nationwide in scope," the 
V. F. W. leader announced.

The Virginia Gold Cup Steeple-

Cost Virginia $3,800,000 

Study Reveals Disease Will 

During Year 



Tuberculosis will cost Virginia 
43,800,000 in economic loss this 
year, a study made by Dr. D. Clark 
Hyde, professor of economics at 
the University of Virginia, releas- 
ed by the Virginia Tuberculosis 
Association, disclosed. 

This figure focjudes loss of in- 
come, caused by fgffpced life ex- 
pectancy and leas of wages, but 
3°t» 59* include actual cost of 
treating the disease. Miss Leslie 
Combs Foster, executive secretary 
of the Association, emphasised. 

Vast Hunan Leas 

Basing his study on prevalence 
of the disease as stated by the 
National Tuberculosis Association, 
and Income of the people, Dr. 
Hyde estimated that the economic 
cost of tuberculosis in Virginia 
was 43,000,000 in 1835. Dr. Hyde 
pointed out that the disease 
reduces life expectancy by one 
and one-half years, while the 
average length of sickness is two 
and two-thirds years. 

"The only method of stopping 
this terrific loss to the State," 
said Miss Foster, "is by adequate 
treatment. Moie sanatorium beds 
and enlarged facilities for surgical 
treatment are the outstanding 
and pressing needs of the moment. 

"Under the old standard of 
treatment," Miss Foster went on, 
"one bed for each annual death 
from tuberculosis was considered 
sufficient. Annual deaths in the 
thirteen Southern States run 
around 24,200, while beds in this 
area number 12,988. Experience 
has taught us that two beds for 
each annual death are about the 
minimum for an adequate pro- 
gram. Several of these States re- 
port that more beds are being 
added and the present session of 
the General Assembly had before 
it measures to increase the num- 
ber of beds in Virginia."

For Princess Anne farmers who 1 
market fat cockerels direct to 
butcher shops, hotels, and hones, 
A. L. Dean, of the Virginia Agri- 
cultural Extension Service, hag an 
answer to the question, "Whan 
is the best time to fatten cocker- 
els?" The answer is: For meet 
economical gains in weight, 1st. 
ten. them at 8 weeks of age. For 
best-quality meat, fatten them be- 
tween the ages of 12 and 20 weeks. 

The U. 8. Department of Agri- 
culture found that when cocker- 
els were fattened for two weeks 
beginning at the age of 8 weeks, 
they gained about 49 percent in 
weight, compared with a weight 
gain of about IS percent in a two- 
week fattening period beginning al 
20 weeks of age. Between the ages 
of 12 and 20 weeks, the older the 
cockerels were when fattened the 
less efficiently they were •b**<to
